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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/03/09 has been entered. 

Applicants' arguments, filed 06/03/09, have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They 
constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claim 5 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Brendel et al (US 6,531 ,495, '495, filed Oct 30, 2000, granted 3/1 1/2003), in view of 

Smith et al (US Pregrant Pub 2002/0161018). 

Applicants assert the amendment limits the pharmaceutical preparation to the 

range which shows synergistic results. 

Examiner notes, claims drawn to (unexpectedly) synergistic combinations of 

known ingredients must be factually supported by data commensurate in scope with the 

claims. See, In re Kollman . 201 USPQ 193 (C.C.P.A. 1979). (The court affirming a 103 
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rejection of a clainn containing the word "synergistic", because the claims were not 
commensurate in scope with the showing of unexpected results, other than at 1 :1 ratio 
for certain specific combinations). Here, while rate of administration for the phenyl 
carboxamide compound is disclosed, it is unclear what dosage range of ibutilide or 
dofeltilide in combination shows a synergistic effect. Further, the claim falls to state what 
the desired synergistic result is, such as "to reduce cardioversion" or " a cardioprotective 
pharmaceutical preparation," but are instead directed to a broad undefined assertion of 
"synergism".
